For the Buffalo Carpet Moth 


The little insect commonly called 


the~Carpet moth or Buffalo beetle is 
very destructive to carpets, but if 
watched, damage by it can easily be 
prevented. 


A gentleman in the western part 


of 'Pennsylvania recently wrote to 
State Zoologist, H. A. Surface, of 
Harrisburg,'stating that he had just 
moved into a house where they found 
specimens of a certain insect,' which 
were enclosed with the letter. 
He 


asked for information concerning it, 
and the reply of Professor Surface 
was as follows: 


"The specimen of insect sent from 


your house is the Buffalo moth, or, 
in other words, it is" the larva or a 
beetle known as the "Carpet beetle." 
It feeds on various kinds of woolen 
goods; "but especially on' the nap of 
bafpets. 
Th« best thing to do'is. to 


sctub 'the floors 'of your rooms with 
water containing five per cent, creo- 
lin.'' Then spray the edges of the 
carpets with an alcoholic solution of 
corrosive sublimate. 
Spray the car- 


pets under furniture with this ma- 
terial, as it is there that the pests are 
generally most destructive. .It is also 
desirable to use rugs instead of car- 
pets, and take these out into the sun 
and air, and beat them occasionally. 


' However, if one does not care to go 


to the trouble of discarding their car- 
pests 'for the sake of rugs, they can 
nevertheless easily control such pests. 
Watch and occasionally remove fur- 
niture to one side, and see if the car- 
pets where the furniture rested are 
being damaged. If it is evident that 
the piling or woolen fibres are being 
eaten away, and especially if rows of 
bare threads are exposed anywhere in 
the carpet, this is evidence that this 
pest is at work. 


The thing to do is to spread a wet 


towel over the carpet as it lies on the 
floor, and iron this with a very hot 
ron, 
in order to drive the scalding 


steam down through?-the carpets, and 
thus kill the pests."

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WHY LATE HATCHES OFT FAIL. 


There are reasons why late hatches 


are often small and the chicks hard 
to raise, and we give then here for 
the information of those who have 
been unsuccessful. 


Eggi are often incubated from breed- 


ers that are about exhausted from\the 
exactions of months in the breeding 
pens and eggs that do hatch give weak 
chicks. This condition is often met 
by fanciers by mating hens that have 
rested while hatching and brooding 
chicks to males tbfet have been kept In 
reserve in celibacy. Eggs are often 
collected carelessly or stored in a 
warm place. Tire hot henhouse, the 
broody hen, the warm or musty place 
where eggs are stored are detrimental 
and affect the hatehablllty of eggs as 
well as the vigor of the embryos.

Many are not particular as to the breed 
"rom which they select eggs for late 
hatching. Late chicks from big breeds 
cannot mature to bring any profit in 
winter, and these chicks, so slow to 
grow, often get roupy at the first frost 
and are a menace to the flock. 


Smaller bleeds aie best for late 


hatching, as they mature quickly and 
often come round In time to swell the 
winter piofits, the big breeds paying 
better for soft roasters from February 
to April. 


Late chicks often get poor care. 


They aie no novelty and aren't receiv- 
ed with the enthusiasm that greeted 
the flist peeps. They are thus often 
placed on fouled ground, cleaned of 
every eatable thing, are housed in

This little story is the result of our 


observation of conditions where late 
hatches were generally poor and few 
of the chicks wore raised and we think 
mainly explains why late hatches often 
result in failure.

Their beauti- 
ful names signifying God is my Judge, 
Jehovah is gracious, who is as God is, 
Jehovah my keeper, might be covered 
by idolatrous names, but what men 
might call them did not affect their 
standing before God. 


Even in the matter of eating and 


drinking we are to glorify God and 
not be conformed to the age in which 
we live (I Cor. x, 31; Bom, xii, 1, 2), 
so Daniel purposed Iij. hjjij_4ieart that 
he would not defile himseljt With food 
offered to idols (verse 8). 
In this 


matter God wrought for them, not 
only giving them favor with those set 
over them, but also causing them to 
thrive better on their plain food than 
did the others who ate the portion of 
the king's meat (verses 9, 14, 15). 


It is not so much the food we eat, 


either as to quantity or quality, as the 
blessing of God upon it. 
On one oc- 


casion our Lord taught that "not that 
which" goeth into the mouth deflleth a 
man," and so Paul wrote, "1 kuow 
and am persuaded by the Lord Jesus 
thnt there is nothing unclean of itself" 
(ilatt. xv, 11; Rom. xiv, 14). Ordinari- 
ly we are to eat what is set before us, 
asking no questions, but in Daniel's 
ease It was • matter of sanctioning 
idolatry or standing for the true God, 
and when with us under any circum- 
stances it becomes a question of God 
or the devil there is only one thing to 
do. We cnimot drink the cup of the 
Lord and the cup of demons (I Cor. 
x, 21). 


We are not to Imagine that God gave 


them knowledge and skill in all learn- 
ing and wisdom (verse 17) apart from 
study on their part, whether it was 
the wisdom of Egypt or the wisdom 
from above, which Is first pure, then 
peaceable, gentle and easy to be en- 
treated (Ja^ in, 17) Some of us can 
almost imagine with what relief and 
joy they would turn from the books 
of Egj pt to the book of the law of the 
Lord and how there would be fulfilled 
to them, "Blessed are they that hun- 
ger and thirbt after righteousness, for 
they shall be filled " The natural man 
can grasp the wisdom of this world, 
but the things of God knoweth no 
man, but the spirit of God. In his un- 
derstanding of visions and dreams also 
he would doubtless profit by the ex- 
perience of Joseph and the ability giv- 
en to him and to others 


With what sublime confidence In 


God he said to the king in connection 
with his fii>t drenm thnt if time was 
granted to lum he would show the In- 
terpretation and how gloriously Gofl 
honored his faith by revealing to him 
the secret in a vision of the night 
(chapter 11, 1G-19).
